Approximately two thirds, 16,- 
000, included veterans of the 
famous 38th Infantry Division, 
recapturers of Bataan. Others in¬ 
cluded casual troops and hos¬ 
pital cases. 

Two ships, the Marine Cardinal 
and Mormac Dove, docked yes¬ 
terday with 4,300 officers and en¬ 
listed men of the 38th and 158 
nurses. ' 

Today the Santa Isabelle is 
due with more than 1,600 officers 
and enlisted men of the Cyclone 
division and 49 nurses. This Ship 
will bring in the last troops of 
the 38th to return to the states 
for inactivation. 

Procedure for welcoming the 
debarkees is divided roughly into 
two phases; that at the Army 
Port itself and that at the De¬ 
barkation 'Cent«: here. 

Meet Boat 

First to greet the incoming 
troops is an Army boat. Snafu 
Maru, which meets the transport 
at the harbor gate while a group 
of women aboard, chosen from 
office personnel and Wac de¬ 
tachment, wave and shout. One 
section of the Port band sounds 
off with music appropriate to the 
returning outfits. “My Old Ken¬ 
tucky Home” was played in honor 
of the 149th “Bluegrass” Regi¬ 
ment, a federalized Kentu(5ky Na¬ 
tional Guard unit. 

As the transport nears the pier 
the troops whistle merrily at the 
Red Cross girls and goodnatured- 
ly boo the inevitable MPs. An¬ 
other section of the Port band 
entertains on the dock. 

The moment the transport 
docks. Troop Movements Division 
takes over with prearranged 
plans. Every veteran must be 
checked off the ship. Every group 
must be placed correctly on the 
trains to coordinate with the plans 
at this camp to receive the troops. 
While the GIs are waiting Red 
Cross volunteers go through the

New Rule Aids 
21*Mont’h GIs 

Enlisted men with 21 or more 
months of honorable service, 
with a few exceptions, hence¬ 
forth will not be sent overseas 
for a permanent assignment, the 
War Department announced yes¬ 
terday. 

Officers with 33 months of 
honorable service will remain 
in the United States, the an¬ 
nouncement said. The same ap¬ 
plies for medical department of¬ 
ficers with 30 months service. 

Enlisted men with 50 to 59 
points, who report to reception 
stations during November, on 
completion of furloughs or tem¬ 
porary duty assignments, will be 
considered surplus and sent to 
separation centers for discharge. 
This affects principally men re¬ 
turning to the U. S. from Europe 
in units which were scheduled 
for redeployment to the Pacific 
but which are now being dis¬ 
banded. 

Verify Class "A" 
Passes Monthly 

The Station Complement Class 
“A” pass, NSC Form No. 91, will 
be authenticated monthly by de¬ 
tachment commanders it was an¬ 
nounced today by Captain John 
W. Sutton, CO of Station Com¬ 
plement.' 

Effective 0800 Saturday the 
gate guardj will confiscate all 
Class “A” passes that are not 
verified by the holder’s com¬ 
manding officer, said Captain 
Sutton.

Ex-Anza Sgt. 
Is In Hobby 
Hall of Fame 

Mr. Harry S. Kindrich, who 
before his age discharge a few 
months ago was non-com in 
charge of the salvage yard here, 
has been elected to The Hobby 
Hall of Fame, the highest award 
of the Hobby Guild of America, 
34 W. 33rd Street, New York, for 
his extensive collection of mili¬ 
tary insignia. 

His collection numbers more 
than 600 military emblems and 
is continuously increasing. The 
former Anza sergeant kept his 
cbllection on display at Service 
Club 1 while stationed here. He 
lives in Alhambra where he is in 
the contracting business. 

The Hobby Guild, which has 
just announced the presentation 
of this award, has more than 
4,000 members in its Insignia Col¬ 
lectors Club and has elected 
about 40 members to the Hall of 
Fame to date. 

Collecting military emblems 
has become one of the most pop¬ 
ular hobbies since the war ter¬ 
minated and the staff of the 
Guild is constantly kept busy 
identifying and classifying the 
emblems for hobbyists. Com¬ 
plete collections which may be 
secured from the Hobby Guild, 
are arranged in albums (similar 
to stamp collections) or are 
sewn on blankets or bedspreads. 

A Special department for vet¬ 
erans has also been established 
in which the returning service¬ 
man may secure any emblem he 
may desire, as a memento of his 
action overseas.

Just a few lines to give you a 
little information that your su¬ 
per brain failed to piek up. Here¬ 
after if you don’t know anything 
about a division, don’t write 
about it. I’m referring to the 
article you ‘published about the 
13th Armored division in today’s 
Anza Zip. What were you trying 
to do, break the division’s record 
down with remarks such as, the 
division didn’t show as much 
promise as the other E.T.O. divi¬ 
sions and that it came in at the 
end of the war missing the 3rd 
Army’s spectacular drive. If you 
think the record of the 13th was 
not so good, listen to this. The 
13th wasn’t over as long as some 
of the other divisions, but who 
was it that spearheaded the 1st 
army in the Ruhr pocket which 
was too tough to be cracked and 
was bypassed?. Who was it that 
spearheaded the 3rd army in a 
drive that covered 120 miles in 
four days? Who was it that cap¬ 
tured 39,000 nazi prisoners? Who 
was it that liberated 20,000 Allied 
j)risoners of war? Who was it 
that established a record of some 
kind for a night armored attack? 
Brother if you don’t know I’ll 
tell you. It was the 13th'Armored 
division. 

Here’s another one for your 
book. The 13th’s artillery sup¬ 
ported in cracking the Siegfried 
line for the 7th army’s break¬ 
through. If the 13th .wasn’t a 
good outfit, then why were they 
pioJted to invade Japan and 
spearhead the attack on Tokyo? 
If you think I’m just blowing my 
top and giving you a tall line, 
just write to the War Dept, in 
Washington and they will look 
up the records and tell you the 
same. At least we were over 
there helping a little instead of 
pushing a pencil like most of you 
wagon wheel commandos pub¬ 
lishing a paper you call the Anza 
Zip. I’m hoping you’ll publish 
this in your next issue and if 
you don’t you’re just plain chick¬ 
en as we call it in the 13th.

Editor’s Note: Just a minute 
“Black Cats”! The Zip had no 
intention of breaking down the 
division’s record—as you claim. 
The information to which the 
author of the foregoing letter 
takes offense was quoted from 
a brief history of the 13th Ar¬ 
mored Division as printed in the 
Army Times, September 22, 
1945. 

For the record, the Zip prints, 
in its entirety, the “Combat 
Highlights” of the 13th Armored 
Division as written by the Army 
Times: 

“Due to its late arrival in the 
overseas theater, the 13th Ar¬ 
mored Division did not join Gen¬ 
eral Patton’s slashing 3rd Army 
until that hard-hitting outfit was 
in the closing stages of its drive in 
Southern Germany. The division 
was able to participate in the 
surging attack which by-passed 
Adolf Hitler’s Eyrie, Berchtesga- 
den, and pushing on to link up 
with the Russian forces. 

“The 13th was at Aiterhofen on 
April 28, 1945. Shortly afterv/ard 
the division rolled on to cross the 
blue Danube river. The crossing 
was effected at a point east of 
Regensburg and two miles south¬ 
east of Strausberg. 

“Stiff fighting followed, but by 
May 2, less than a week before 
the Nazis made their final capitu¬ 
lation, the Black Cats had rolled 
and hammered their way to Brau- 
nau, a town five miles from the 
Inn river. The 13th had just 
enough qpmbat to show high 
promise as a combat division, 
not enough to pile up as impres¬ 
sive a record as some of the earl¬ 
ier arrivals in the Theater.”

train with coffee, doughnuts, 
fruit and sandwiches. 

Music, Orientation 

About three hours after the 
trains have left the Port the men 
appear at Camp Anza. Here the 
385th band takes over with more 
music as the men leave the train 
and take their positions behind 
signs indicating the separation 
centers to which they are bound. 
An orientation talk follows, 
usually given by Lt. Col. Thomas 
Meyer, Debarkation CO, that 
covers the ground of most of the 
natural questions of the soldiers. 

They are told that they will be 
on their way home in 24 to 48 
hours, but these figures are often 
bettered. The group of the 38th 
that arrived on the transport USS 
Uruguay last week cleared the 
camp in 20 hours, and that was 
the largest contingent ever 
handled. 

Billeting and chow generally 
follows the orientation period and 
here again the men are pleasantly 
surprised. They find that Col. 
Meyer wasn’t kidding when he 
told them that they would get the 
best meal they had had in years. 
The menu consists of a half pound 
steak each, fruit, ice cream, fresh 
milk, fried onions, ‘ snowflake or 
French-fried potatoes, buttered

10% of 127 Port

More than 10 per cent of Camp 
Anza’s 127th Port Company have 
already re-enlisted in the Regu¬ 
lar Army, Capt. Frank B. Foster, 
commanding officer, announced 
this week.

Foster, is expected to soar even 
higher. As of 6 November, 25 of 
203 men had taken the oath of 
enlistment.

peas, string beans, head lettuce, 
stuffed celery, hot rolls and 
pastry. 

Pull No Details 

During the hours the returnees 
are not being processed the free¬ 
dom of the camp is extended to 
them. They pull no details. The 
beer garden. The 49er” seats 375 
and another beer hall is being 
built. Those interested in dairy 
products, forbidden items over¬ 
seas, storm the dairy bar in Area 
A. Two telephone stations, which 
handle coast to coast calls expedi¬ 
tiously, and Western Union are 
available for quick service. 

Generally the morning after 
arrival all debarkees report to 
the clothing warehouse for a com¬ 
plete inspection of issue. Articles 
of clothing are provided wherever 
needed to assure men a complete 
GI dress for the trip home. Un¬ 
necessary equipment such as gas 
masks and helmets is turned dn. 

Approximately 24 hours after 
arrival at this installation the 
groups are on their way across 
the continent. Many soldiers of 
the 38th left by train 18 hours 
after they reached camp. Some 
eligible for “Transcon,” coast to 
coast plane service, departed 
within 15 hours. Instead of a four 
day train trip they landed in 
Newark, New Jersey about 20 
hours later.
